dent has decided to transmit to the Rus- 
jian government the petition presented 
to him by the executive council of the 
B' Nai B'Rith regarding treatment of 
Jews in Rusisa. 


The action lias been takeu after ma- 


ture consideration. At iirst it was de- 
cided that the petition should not he 
presented because it might be resented 
by the government of Russia and lead to 
a response that. wilVcause a break in the 
relations of the two 
countries. How- 


ever, the iirst conclusion 1ms been recon- 
sidered and by direction of the president 
the petition will now go forward. What 
the result will be is problematical. As 
indicated in the following note from Sec- 
retary Hay to Simon Wolf the presenta- 
tion will probably be.made to the Rus- 
sian government through

States charge at St. Petersburg. 


CONTENTS OF THE NOTE. 


The note reads: 


Department of State, 


.Washington. June 24, 1003. 


Pear Sir:—The president has conclud- 


ed to transmit to tho Ru*i~an govern- 
ment the petition of which you presented 
him a draft on the fifteenth of this 
month. The matter which he had to 
consider most seriously was whether or 
not such a proceeding would be to the 
advantage of your persecuted and out- 
raged co-religionists in Russia. On this 
point he has dcejded to accept your opin- 
ion and that of the numerous and intel- 
ligent groups of American citizens of the 
Jewish'faith whom you represent.

requests that you will send him the pe 
tition in due form at you- carlio.-a con 
veniiuiee. Of course you 
will 
under 


stand that the president cannot tell you 
what reception your petition will meet 
with at the hands of the Russian gov- 
ernment.

tion lending to word the arrest and pun- 
ishment of those who,wero prominent in 
tho lynching oi George White eiirly this 
morning. That 
ninny 
of ' them 
are 


known "cannot be doubted, for they were 
t-cen hv thousand.* who witnessed the af- 
fair. It is also said that the arrange- 
ments'for the lynching were talked of 
in advance, and that mcu were invited 
10 participate. 


It was this fact that Rave publicity 


to the lynching, for the news that it was 
to occur last night was circulated around 
Wilmington yesterday with the result 
tuaj; tlie thousand* who went out last 
night'didso with the knowledge that the 
atViiiv would come oil' according to ar- 
rangements. 


PUBLIC APPROVES DKED. 


It is a fact that public sentiment so 


generally approves the lynching Ihst it 
would' be hard to acetire the conviction 
of a lyr.cher even if arrests arc made, 
•which,?eerns-doubtful. 


During the day thousands of persons 


went to the scene of the lynching, many 
of them intent, upon securing ghastly 
relics. In this, however, they met with 
little success, as the burring had been 
so effectual-as to destroy almost every 
vestige of the victim's body. 


0EPUTRKS LYNCHING. 


Judge Grubb of the county court to- 


day nmde a public statement in whicl 
lie deplores the lynching of White and 
its consequent re3eetion upon the good 
name of Delaware. Judge Grubb aUo 
explained the action of the court in re- 
fusing to cull a >pi-ciiil session of the 
grand jury for the indictment of Miss 
Bishop's murderer. 
He <;iy» 
the 
trial 


would'lmvc been attended by such pub- 
lic clamor and prejudice that a fair trial 
would have been impossible 
and 
the 


court 
would have been 
compelled 
to 


grant the request for a change of venue. 


Once the prisoner was moved to the 


insecure jail of Kent county or Sussex 
county he might have escaped. 


QUIET FOLLOWS LYNCHING. 


All is quiet in this community today 


following the horrible burning of George 
White, the confessed slayer 
of 
Helen 


Bishop. At an early hour this morning 
it mob of .1.000 people overpowered me 
authorities and -tormed the New Castle 
county workhouse and dragged from the 
cell tiie trembling wretch 
and 
burned 


him at the stake. The identity of only 
one is publicly known. That person is 
little Peter Smith, 1^ years old who fell 
when the workhou-,e guards fired a vol- 
ley into the ranks of tin- attacking mob. | 
The lad was struck by a bullet which 
entered his buck and 
!.-> thought to have 


penetrated his kidnrys. 
At the homeo- 


pathic hospital where the injured boy 
was taken the physicians stilled at 0 
o'clock this morning that he was in a 
serious condition. After the mob had 
completed its awful work of vengeance 


I he body of the negro ravisher mid mur- 
derer was left chained to the slake with 
tlu; lire burning all annul 
it and 
the 


members 
of the lynching party 
went 


home. 
A rain which began fulling later 


nxtinguWied the. tire and at dnylight the 
charred body still hung limp i" plain 
sight of papers by. 


Public sentiment here, so far as ex- 


pressed, appears to approve the lynching 
of White, and it i* not believed there 
will be any urn-sis. 


CONKKSSES HIS GUILT. 


White's confession just 
before 
the 


torch was applied to the pile of oil soak- 
ed bushes around him was an admission 
of everything and more than had been 
charged" against him. lie is .stated to 
have said: 


-I was -sent by Mr. Woodward to the 


cornfield to try" some corn. I saw ->ir. 
Woodward's daughter and 
.1 intended to 


assault her, but a couple of men came 
along and I did not disturb her. 
Then 


1 saw the Bishop girl and I followed her. 
I seized her and asked her if she had 
any money she would give me to let her 
"0 
She gave me CO cents. Then I again 


seized her and she cried: 'Please don't 
hurt me.' 1 choked her and accomplish- 
ed my purpose. Then I asked her if she 
was going to tell on me. She said she 
was. 1 gave her a hack in the throat 
with my knife and asked again if she 
was "oi'ng to inform on mo. She snid 
she ws* and then 1 cut her throat twice 
a-rain and left her. 
After that I went 


back to Mr. Woodward and. told him 
there was no good water to drink down 
there and he sent me somewhere else. I 
vent buck once but soon left. Then 1 


back to the house and put on a 


vhitc hat instead of the cap that I wore. 
You would not do this if I was a white 
nun and did that." 


BEGGED FOR MERCY. 


The negro's confession rendered the 


already incensed crowd even more des- 
perate 
and sonic wanted to tear him 


limb from limb before they reached the 
scene of his execution. The negro beg- 
ling piteously not to be burned, but no 
mercy was shown the. culprit and al 
though 
his sufferings 
were 
terribli 


White remained conscious and rationu 
to the last. 


LED BY A SOUTI-rERNER. 


While al limes during the night then 


were at least 5.000 people around tin 
workhouse, the men who actually tool 
purt in the lynching did not number 500 
The leader was a man who said his nam 
was Baker, and that he was from Vir 
ginia. His face wa= familiar to most o 
the people,' and it is believed he is a res 
ident of Wilmington, although .some s 
he had been imported for Hie purpose o 
lending Ihc mob. 


PLOT TO LYNCH ALLKGED. 


The lynching is believed to have bee 


the result of a plot which wns concoct 
ed several days ago and was to !iav 
been put into execution Saturday night 
but on that occasion there wa; a .-.lisim 
derstanding and 
the 
attempt 
failed 


Enrly yesterday morning word was pass 
cd around that the attack was to b 
made on the prison at 10 o'clock las 
night and that the men who wen: to pa 
tifipate in il were to meet at Price 
corner half an hour before that tirm 
The report gained wide circulation, bu 
most people who were not actually con 
corned in the plot were of the opinio 
that the plan would not be carried out. 
As a result of the reports, however, peo- 
ple Hocked toward the workhouse early 
in the evening, but the majority of them 
were there out of curiosity, although af- 
ter they reached the prison many joined 
the attacking party. 


POLICE FORCE POWERLESS. 


The police department was 
advised 


during the day of Ihc contemplated at- 
tack and thirty policemen in charge of 
Chief 
Hlaek and 
Captains Evans 
and 


Kune went to the workhouse. This was 
at S o'clock lust night. 
There were 


several thousand persons at the prison 
at UK- time and the officers were power- 
less against such large numbers so they 
entered the building to assist the guards 
in an effort lo protect the prisoner. Dur- 
ing one of the rushes made by Ihc crowd 
several shots were exchanged, and Peter 
Smith, a boy 12 years of age, of Wil- 
mington, was i-hol in the back and scr- 
iousTy injured and will die. He H now 
in a'hospital in this city. Tlie shooting 
did not hii.vc uny effect on the crowd 
other than to clear the lawn in front of 
the u'orUhousc. 


NO PARLEYING AT JAIL. 


Upon arriving at the workhouse the 


mob lost no time in preliminary prepar- 
ation. The 
crowd advanced into 
the 


front vestibule, or hall and demanded 
admittance to the jail. The order was 
refused by the guards and they were de- 
luged by" a stream of water from the 
tirelighting equipment of. the institution. 
This"did not lessen the eagerness of the 
bescigers, who immediately began an as- 
sault upon the iron doors. 
Ciiicf of Po- 


lice Black shouted to Hie crowd: 


••The first man that comes into this 


corridar will be killed/' 


A man said lo be from 
the 
south, 


grasped one of the heavy sledge ham- 
mers, and as he attacked the steel grat- 
ing said: 


"Then you had better kill me, as I will 


be tlie lir.-a." 


In addition to Peter Smith, a youth, 


name unknown, was 
slightly wounded 


during 11 fu.iiladc. 


While about HOO men and boys were 


storming the front of the jail, several 
thousand of sympathizers were lined ii| 
outside, but look no active part in Ihc 
attack, were plainly i" favor of lynch- 
ing White. 


(.IIVKN LOCATION OF CELL. 


The leaders told Chief Black and War 


den Mcsorvc that they intended to get 
the negro if they had to break every 
door in the pliice, and nrgiicd that it wa. 
a useless expense to the county to have 
unneuessiiry damage done to property 
The officials saw the strength of this nr 
gumeiit and informed the leaders thir 
White was in cell No. HI on the fron 
room, third .-.lory. This was enough am 
the door lo this row of cclis was at one. 
attacked. While this door was being 
cut another party with sledges and chis 
els attacked the large steel bos contain 


ng the levers that opened and closed the' 
ell doon. It was 12:22 o'clock when

"BURN HIM AT THE STAKE!" 
Warden Mciservo then rushed inlo the 
ell corridor to prevent the mob from 
aking the wrong man. He saw that j 
he men with hammers were about to 
cmolish the cell door and told them 
ow to disconnect the door so that it 
ould be operated. As soon as the door 
vas opened a deafening cheer went up 
nd cries of ''Don't hurt him, hang him; 
.out hit him; burn him at the stake, 
.'ake him to the place where he inurdcr- 
d Miss Bishop, for we have driven a 
,takc there, and will burn him." 


STRUGGLED FOR L1FH. 


White fought desperately for his life 


«id knocked down the first man who ap- 
iroaclied him. One of the leaders of the 
nob protected the. frightened 
wretch. 


The 
narrow corridor 
was so 
tightly 


lacked by the mob that it wus impossi- 
)le to get the prisoner out. 
After much 


difficulty the crowd was persuaded to rc- 
,reat from the building. White in the 
justody of two men brought up the rear. 
The lawn in front of the prison wa» a 
spa of faces. White's 
custodians 
be- 


came convinced that unless strategy was 
used there would be little chance of get- 
ting their man lo the spot on Trice's 
road, 
where 
it was planned that 
he 


should be burned to death. An order 
wa; given to extinguish 
lanterns. In | 


the darkness there was a confused rush 
and after this no seemed to know where 
the prisoner wu-s. tin the way to the 
place of pxecution White begged to be 
allowed to say a. few words to the crowd 
before he was killed, and the promise 
was made to him that he should be al- 
lowed to make a statement. 


•ASKED GOD'S FORGLYENNEiS. 
The negro confessed to having com- 


mitted the deed and did uol spare him- 
self in telling of it. He again confessed 
as he was. standing near a hedge a few 
feet from where the outrage was com- 
mitted, 
.He prayed fervently to God to 


forgive his sins and seemed anxious to 
do as much talking as possible, in the 
few minutes he had to live. 


PREPARING FUERAL PYRE. 


While White was praying and confess- 


ing and the crowd was struggling to 
form a circle three of four men began 
splitting rails with which to burn the 
wretch. Jt took so long to get the fuel 
ready that the crowd impatiently cried 
to the leaders to proceed with the exe- 
cution. The mob numbered from 5,000 
to 0,000 persons wiio surged back and 
forth crowding and pushing to gain or 
retain a good position from which to see 
the burning. 


When everything seemed about ready 


a man on a horne rode to a nearby farm- 
house and in it short time reappeared 
with two bundles of straw. The .straw 
was piled around the stake and White 
wns brought into tlie circle. His nerve 
seemed good a n d ' b e held his head up 
well and addressed the crowd. He made 
another confession and appealed lo God 
for mercy. A strong rope

Servian general and looked grave 
almost nervous descended from his car 
amid fl fanfare of trumpets. Ke shook 
hands with Premier Avakunrovics,. who 
ended n powerful speech of welcome with 
calling for cheers for King Pater to which 
the crowd responded with the greatest 
enthusiasm. The king read his answer 
to the premier'? welcome in 
somewhat 


low tones, thanking him and promising 
to do his utmost for the good of the 
kingdom. 
The conclusion of the king's 


speech was marked by a renewal of the 
cheering. 
King Peter throughout the 


presentations was extremely grave. He 
simply shook hands with those that were 
presented to him. The introductions were 
followed by the traditional picturesque 
ceremony of the offering of bread and 
salt, by the mayor of Belgrade. 


A procession was then formed and the 


king proceeded to the cathedral. 
The 


streets were lined 
with 
troops 
and 


crowded with peoplo who had been pour- 
ing into Belgrade from the provinces 
during the last day or two. After the 
celebration of mass, which was attended 
with 
all the splendor of the 
eastern 


church, King Peter drove in state to the 
new palace. 


Although the king's entry into Bel- 


grade was distinguished by a diplomatic 
boycott his recaption by the people was 
everywhere marked by heartiness, which 
approached genuine enthusiasm, in which 
all classes participated. 


The officials were in uniform and were 


nil decorated. Workmen were engaged 
all night long in finishing the erection of 
Venetian 
mants and triumphal arches 


and some of the latter were only com- 
pleted as the firing of guns acnounccd 
King Peter's entry into his realm when 
the train traversed the bridge connect- 
ing Servia with Austria. 


The king's arrival has wakened the 


people out of the attitude of indifference 
which they had assumed since the assas- 
sinations .of King Alexander and 'Queen 
Drags.. From the moment King Peter 
left the train and the band welcomed 
him with playing the Servian national 
anthem, his progress was followed by 
prolonged cheers and exultant, shouts of 
"Long live Peter the First," wherever 
he appeared. 


The premier made a speech before the 


king's departure from tho railroad sta- 
tion welcoming his majesty, who, in a 
brief reply expressed his appreciation of 
his election to the throne. The king 
then exchanged greetings with the cabi- 
net ministers, including Col. Machin 
minister of public works, who took n 
leading part in the assassinations, anc 
interchanged compliments with the Rus- 
sian and Austrian ministers. 


PEASANTS THROXG TO CITY. 


In the procession to the cathedral the 


closed and not a single priest was visible. [ 
Suddenly from the outside of 'the cathe- 
drul came the «ound of cheering, signall- 
ing the approach oi' Kink Peter. The 
doors of the high altar were then opened 
and a solemn procession, of gorgeously 
robed priests and mejnbers of the choir 
emerged preceded by incense burned and 
followed by the -readable metropolitan 
in 
brilliant apparel. Tie 
procession 


stopped at 'the mam entrance of the ca- 
thedra] while the soldiers drawn up in 
front of the building at a word of -com- 
mand, greeted the king with loud cheers. 


FAVORS MILITARY MOST, 


The king, on descending from the coach 


mounted the steps and hulled at the en- 
trance of the cathedral while the metro- 
politan, in the presence of the assem- 
bled crowds addressed a. few words of 
welcome to his majesty. The procession 
then slowly marched up the aisle the 
king bowing on cither fide in rcuponse 
to the profound obeisances of the congre- 
gation. It was remarked, however, tliat 
the Icing favored the military men with 
more bows than the civilians. 


The celebration of the mass followed 


with brilliant observances of the fireck 
ritual the king standing erect and im- 
passive maintaining tiie same grave de- 
meanor which marked 
his 
movements 


throughout. 


During the ceremony at the cathedral 


the metropole delivered a short address 
and prayer for God to help the Servian 
>eople. 
Then on leaving the cathedral 


rving Peter wns again Tvelcomcd -with 
shouts of "Long live the king." 


After his arrival at the 'new palace 


the king received an address of welcome 
from the skuptschtina. 


After lunch the king held a conference 


with the ministers and discussed tiie sit- 
uation. He will dine quietly nod wit- 
ness the torchlight procession this even- 
ing. 


There ore no lack of. people, conver- 


sant with the inner life of the Servian 
capital, who declare that the apparently 
iniversal enthusiasm 
was, a 
cleverly 


•'stage managed" demonstration and that, 
many expressions of regret were uttered 
privately and that but for the mounted 
officers who circulated among the crowds 
iommanding the people to cheer for King 
Peter much of the outward signs of re- 
joicing would have been absent. 


SHOUT TOR THEIR SOVEREIGN'."' 
Outside the palace a vast crowd col- 


lected and shouted for the king who, how- 
ever, did not appear and the crowd grad- 
ually melted away and spent 'the rest of 
the day in the streets through which the 
procession hod passed, inspecting the dec- 
orations and -amusing themselves in var- 
ious manners. The whole route was lin- 
ed with Venetian masts 
connected 
by 


wreaths of oak loaves. 


The women heartily participated 
in 


the king's reception, waving their hand- 
kerchiefs and vicing with the men. in 
their shouts of welcome to the king as 
well as in the cheers for the passing mi- 
litia officers. 
Many cries of "Long live 


the army" were heard. 


ARRIVAL RELIEVES SUSPENSE.

How many of ns realize that, except i 


for a small tribute in the shape of fish 
food, and certain *aJte, the ocoan is to 
day almost a. dead loss to the -world, *nd 
what is vrorse, the greatest of all ob- 
stacle.; -progress? It separates -us from 
OUT "kin, -wrecks our ships, claims *n 
ever-increasing toll of dead, and is bar- 
ren, fruitless, a mere receptacle for g»rb- 
age. A hundred years hence we shall 
have awakened to these facts, aud found 
means to make '"the caverns vast oi 
ocean old" something-better than a sub- 
ject for the dreamer and a resting place 
for the dead wtiom it murders. 


Kot every dream, however, can be re- 


alized—not even the engineer's- Some 
years ago certain ardent spirits in France 
announced that the Desert of Sahara lay 
below the level of the sea, and could be 
flooded from the Atlantic or Mediter- 
ranean. The effect of this, it was con- 
sidered, would rmi merely te to incon- 
venience certain inconsiderable Ara.h», 
but to change entirely the climate of tJie 
vest of Equatorial Africa. Thanks to 
the beneficent waves of ocenn, lands at 
present uninhabitable would, it was de- 
clared, become fertile and «alubriou£. 
The project was dismissed or shelved as 
iinpracticoble, from engineering difficul- 
ties. Shall ive, a hundred years be»ce, 
have met these difficulties? 


Probably r.ot. To work such changes 


in the distribution of land -water will 
be a thing, not indeed beyond the power 
of the next century's engineers, but be- 
yond their daring. The accomplishment 
of them would be attained by frightful 
disasters, some of whioh can be readily 
estimated, but of which the worst would 
probably remain unforeseen and unimag- 
ined until the irrevocable moment of ful- 
fillment. To increase to this extent the 
are.i' of the world's oceans, without in- 
creasing (as of course we could not in- 
crease) 
their mass, would perceptibly 


lower the level of the sea everywhere, 
and in accordance with the well-known 
hydrostatic law. things would "right 
themselves" on a chaotic scale. 
Every 


narrow strait in the world, every oceanic 
canal, would become, for the time being, 
a roari-ng cataract. The Mediterranean 
would rush tumultuously out through 
the Straits of Gibraltar and the Suez 
canal, and the' overflow would flood the 
adjacent lands. The Straits of Dover 
would roar, like Niagara, and all Kent, 
nnd the low-lying northeast corner of 
France would be devastated. The Isth- 
mus of Panama would at the same time 
be swept away: South America would 
become an island, for the narrow hanks 
of the completed Panama caoal would 
certainly give way befrre the weight of 
two oceans. All the rivers of the world 
would rush down in jpocc until they ran 
nearly dry from the increased outfall. The 
sea would recede from all the coasts. 
Along with this fall in the level of the 
sea. would come tempests such as, since 
the appearance of man on the planet, the 
world has never known. For the sea- 
supported atmosphere would suck ioto 
its vacuum the whole weight of the over- 
lying air, until pressure was equalized. 
And the climate of the world would bo 
reconstituted in new and prohably in- 
convenient ways. 


No. We cannot venture thus to change 


the face of creation. What we can and 
shall do is to make the best of it. In a 
hundred years' time many countries at 
present undeveloped will be rich and 
populous. Canada, for example, has an 
area greater than that of the United 
State*.with n population smaller than 
the population of. London. And Canada, 
endowed as she is with almost every 
source of wealth, will before long become 
perhaps the richest country in the world. 
By this time next century it will slso 
be one of the most populous. Siberia, 
again, with many fertile and salubrious 
tracts, will certainly have been 
fully 


utilized by this time next century. But 
even when all the regions available-have 
been populated and made use of the cen- 
ters of civilization will probably lie very 
niuc.li where they lie now; and here the 
congested populations will have found 
that they can no longer tolerate the 
waste of'a neglected ocean. As we push 
outward, nnd ever outward, from the 
center of England, the seaboard will 
have to be utilized and extended. There 
is nothing to'daunt the engineers of a 
hundred years hence in the project of 
erecting on the sea a vast floating city, 
quite as salubrious and convenient its 
the prciout cities of terra firma, and 
substantial enough to resist storm and 
every motion of the, son. except the tides 
on which the city will rise and fall. 


There are great advantages iu a. city 


thus founded, as compared with those 
wo at present inhabit. There will be 
no particular reason at first for economy 


of -space or for im»lubrio«» overcrow- 
ding (since the octan has no landlord), 
and breadth would make, for •U.bihty, as 
well us for convenience. Traffic would 
employ an entirely new vehicle, the 
skimmer. It is a. thing beyond doubt 
tliat the ships of a hundred years hsoca 


ll not. float in the tea, but ride'on its 


surface, thu» evading both the instability 
and resistance at present so troublesome 
to marine cngin««r*. As ?oon as the 
necessity arise* lot providing street 
traffic in Ocean City—when "the sea is 
in the broad, the narrow streets, ebbing 
and flowing, and the salt sea weed clings 
to the marble of her palaces," invention 
will meet the demand. Something in ttc 
nature of 
breakwaters 
will provide 


against wave-play, and form «n unequal- 
led exterior Tjoulevard; and by moani 
of the anhydrotor, an invantioii which 
will long since have been called for by 
the requirements of other localities, tho 
air of dwelling houses in Ocean City 
will be wholesomely freed from damp. 


For we shsJl certainly not hare failed 


to act upon our knowledge of the fact 
that atmospheric damp is responsible for 
the unhealthfulness of certain are*s; and 
we shall have learned, by means of the 
anhydrator, to provide any place with 
exactly the degree of dryneas necressary 
to perfect healthfulness. Probably the 
apparatus will at the same time absorb 
all carbonic acid part of the nitrogen 
present in the air: so that the latter 
will, by the anhydrator, be rendered 
fresh and invigorating even in the most 
crowded places—for fresh air will be at 
a premium in A. D 2000. The same ap- 
paratus, by desiccating the air to the 
extreme point, -will keep the houses ot 
Ocean City dry, and thus do- away -with 
an objection which would .make homes 
built on the water insufferable to-day. 


In other ways, too, the sea will be 


made use of. We shall get our salt 
from it if we still eat salt, tho process 
of separation being, probably, electro- 
magnetic. 
But the chief gift of the 


sea to the life of the future will be the 
two gases of which water is composed— 
oxygen and hydrogen. 
Both will be 


staple commodities 
a hundred year* 


hence. 
Liquified oxygen will be our 


sole disinfectant, for it greatly excels 
all others. It will also replace the poi- 
sonous, noisone, and de Hydrogen, the 
lightest of all gases, will be another 
staple of commerce. It will probably ba 
the only fuel employed, for its combust- 
ion furnishes ;he greatest, heat terre- 
strially known, and it; flame is smoke- 
less and yields no poi-ioncus byproduct. 
Moreover, the evaporation of liquid hy- 
drogen produces, by a sort of curious 
revenge, the greatest avail*bio cold. If 
anything in 
the 
nature 
of haloons 


should survive the century, hydrogen 
will inflate them. There are, moreover, 
vast riches as ye! undreamed of below 
the surface of tho ocean and below its 
floor. There can be no question that the 
needs of the world will have taught us 
to Up them; and the sea, instead of 
lying waste and wasteful as it does at 
present, will be one of our greatest 
sources of wealth a hundred years hence. 
—London Leader.

eign lands. This was also the winter 
home of Flying Cloud, one of the most 
famed circus horses that ever lived, and 
also of Czar, the famous imported Hus- 
sion horse with the long hair, for which 
Mr. Castello at one time refused $'25,000. 
This valuable ecjuinc was mired in a 
southern swamp and died there. These 
were the days before the advent of the 
hippodrome, and Caslello, Barnum and 
Coup's circus of two rings was famous 
throughout the country. At this time 
the present Mingling circus wns a little 
one ring wagon show quite in contrast 
with its present immense dimensions. At 
one time the barn was struck by light- 
ning,,a very valuable cow killed and the 
barn narrowly escaped being entirely de- 
stroyed by tire. Now it is to bo torn 
down to make room for a. modern home.

10:49%. 


The New Haven freshmeu in a closer 
race finished a length and three quarters 
ahead of the Harvard youngsters in 0:43 
1-5. 


In the big race of 'the day, Harvard 


ofter leading for a mile, rowed pluckily 
to defeat at the hands of Yale's men, 
who in the last half of the contest con- 
trolled the situation in unmistakable 
Ftyle. 
It was the first time that Yale 


has won all three events since the re- 
gatta reached its present program. There 
•Vrere no accidents and nothing to mar 
the day's sport Yale's times in the big 
race was 20:19 4-5. within nine and four 
fifths seconds of the 
record 
of 
the 


course. 


The freshman record was broken by 


Tale's time of 0:43 1-5. The 
detailed 


story of the 'varsity race follows: 


The moment, the pistol shot was fired 


Harvard dipped oars into the water and 
got the jump on Yale with a stroke of 
thirty-seven to the minute, which was 
soon dropped to 32. Their lead was not 
great and Harvard failed to increase in 
the first half mile. Yale was rowing 33 
strokes but it was nnt high enough to 
hold the crimson oarsmen and -at the 
three-quarter mile Harvard was 
;hree 


quarters of a length in the lead. Both 
crews rowed perfectly. Ynle then slow- 
ly forged ahead and at the mile and a 
half had 'taken the lead away from Har- 
vard. Harvard spurted to hold her po- 
sition but without avail for at the two 
mile flag she was nearly a length in the 
lead ond a quarter of a mile further on 
clear water showed between 'the boats. 
Harvard held her own for a quarter of 
a mile. Yale rowing 32 and Harvard 33. 
The increase stroke sent the boat along 
so wrll that Yale was but half a length 
to the good. 
The desperate efforts of 


the crimson men to overtake Yaln had 
sapped thrir strength however, for fr^m 
the three mile flag on Yale gradually 
pulled away.

CONTEXTS OF THE NOTE. 


The note reads: 


Department of State, 


.Washington. June 24, 1003. 


Dear Sir:—The president lias conclud- 


ed to transmit to the Rusisan govern- 
ment the petition of which you presented 
him a draft on the fifteenth of this 
month. The matter which he had to 
consider most seriously was whether or 
not such a proceeding would be to the 
advantage of your persecuted and out- 
raged co-religionists in Ru-jsiu. On this 
point he lias decided to accept your opin- 
ion and that of the numerous and intel- 
ligent groups of American citizens of the 
Jewish" faith whom you represent. He 
requests that you will send him the pe- 
tition in due form at your earliest con- 
venience.

The pope smiled while he blessed the 


crowds as he passed. In fact at times 
he tried to rise so as to better impart 
his benediction and it was only when he 
descended from the Seda Gestatoria that 
his extreme weakness was apparent.

Subsequently he held a, review of the 
troops. 


The oath taken by the king was in the 


following terms: 


I, Peter Karageorgevitch, on ascend- 


ing the throne of the Kingdom of Ser- 
via, and assuming the royal prerogative, 
swear by the Almighty God and by all 
that is holiest and dearest to me upon 
this earth, that I will protect the inde- 
pendence of Servia and the unity of its 
government; that I will maintain invio- 
late the constitution 
of the country; 


that I will govern: .in conformity •with 
the constitution and laws, and1 that, in. 
all 
undertakings and dealings, I 
will 


keep the welfare o£ my -people before my 
eyes. Taking my oiith, solemnly .idoie 
God and the people, I call as witnesses 
the Lord God, to whom I shall give ac- 
count at the judgment seat. So help 
me God. Amen. 


HOW MINISTERS DEPARTED. 


PARIS, June 25.—The French minis- 


ter to Servia has reported the circum- 
stances attending the departure 
from 


Belgrade as follows: 


AH the ministers received similar in- 


structions, to act together. According- 
ly an understanding was readied that 
they should depart, this step being re- 
garded-as the most emphatic method of 
impressing- the powers' protest against 
the 
assassinations of King 
Alexander 


and ' Queen Draga, The Russian 
and 


Austrian 
representatives

WILMINGTON, Del., 
June 23.—The 


natural and interesting question today 
is whether the authorities will take ac- 
tion leading toward the arrest and pun- 
ishment of those who,were prominent in 
the lynching of George White early this 
morning. That 
many 
of 
them 
are 


known cannot be doubted, for they were 
seen by thousands who witnessed the af- 
fair. It is also said that the arrange- 
ments "for the lynching were talked of 
in advance, and that men were invited 
to participate. 


It was this fact that gave publicity 


to the lynching, for the news that it was 
to occur last night was circulated around 
Wilmington yesterday with the result 
thai the thousands who went out last 
night'did so with the knowledge that the 
ati'air would come off according to ar- 
rangements. 


PUBLIC APPROVES DEED. 


It is a fact that public sentiment so 


generally approves the lynching that it 
would' be hard to secure the conviction 
of a Ivnchcr even if arrests arc made. 
which^seems -doubtful. 


During the day thousands of persons 


went to the scene of the lynching, many 
of them intent. upon securing ghastly 
relics. In this, however, they met witli 
little success, as the burning had been 
so effectual-as to destroy almost every 
vestige of the victim's body. 


DEPLORES LYNCHING. 


Judge Grubb of the county court to- 


day made a public statement in which 
he deplores the lynching of White and 
its consequent reflection upon the good 
name of Delaware. Judge Grubb also 
explained the action of the court in re- 
fusing to call a special session of the 
grand jury for the indictment of Miss 
Bishop's murderer. He says the 
trial 


would-have been attended by such pub- 
lic clamor and prejudice that a fair trial 
would have been impossible 
and 
the 


court 
would have been 
compelled 
to 


grant the request for a change of venue. 


Once the prisoner was moved to the 


insecure jail of Kent county or Sussex 
county he might have escaped. 


QUIET FOLLOWS LYNCHING. 


All is quiet in this community today 


following the horrible burning of George 
White, the confessed slayer of 
Helen 


Bishop. At an early hour this morning 
a mob of o.UOO people overpowered me 
authorities and -formed the New Castle 
county workhouse and dragged from the 
cell the trembling wretch 
and 
burned 


him at the .stake'. The identity of only 
one is publicly known. That person is 
little Peter Smith, 12 years old who fell 
when the workhouse guards fired a vol- 
ley into the ranks of the attacking mob. 
The lad wns struck by a bullet which 
entered his back and is thought to have 
penetrated his kidneys. At the homeo- 
pathic hospital where the injured boy 
was taken the physicians stated at 0 
o'clock this morning that he was in a 
serious condition. After the mob had 
completed its awful work of vengeance 
the bo'dv of the negro ravisher and mur- 
derer was left chained to the stake with 
the lire, burning all aroud 
it and 
the 


members 
of tin- lynching party 
went 


home. A rain which began falling later 
extinguished the h'rc and at daylight the 
charred body still hung limp in plain 
sight of passers by. 


Public sentiment here, so far as ex- 


pressed, appears to approve the lynching 
of White, and it is not believed there 
will be any nrrests. 


CONFESSES HIS GUILT. 


White's confession just 
before 
the 


torch was applied to the pile of oil soak- 
ed bushes around him was an admission 
of everything and more than had been 
charged against him. He is stated to 
have said: 


"I was sent bv Mr. Woodward to the 


coi-nfield to try some corn. I saw -<lr. 
Woodward's daughter and I intended to 
assault her, but a couple of men came 
along and I did not disturb her. Then 
I saw the Bishop girl and I followed her. 
I seized her and asked her if she had 
any money she would give me to let her 
go" She gave me 60 cents. Then I again 
seized her and she cried: 
"Please don't 


hurt me.' I choked her and accomplish- 
ed my purpose. Then Tasked her if she 
was going to tell on me. She said she 
was. 
I gave her a hack in the throat 


with my knife and asked again if she 
was going to inform on me. She said 
she was and then I cut her throat twice 
again and U-ft her. 
After that I went 


back to Mr. Woodward and. told him 
there wns no good water to drink down 
there and lie sent me somewhere else. I 
went back once but soon left. 
Then 


white hat instead of the cap that I wore. 
You would not do this if I was a white 
man and did that." 


BEGGED FOR MERCY. 


The negro's confession rendered the 


already incensed crowd even more des- 
perate and some wanted to tear him 
limb from limb before they reached the 
scene of his execution. The negro beg- 
ging piteously not to be burned, but no 
mercy was shown the. culprit and al- 
though 
his sufferings 
were 
terrible 


White remained conscious and rational 
to the last. 


LED BY A SOUTHERNER. 


While at times during the night there 


were at least 5,000 people around the 
workhouse, the men who actually took 
part in the lynching did not number 500. 
The leader was a man who said his name 
was Baker, and that he was from Vir- 
ginia. His face was familiar to most of 
the people; and it is believed he is a res- 
ident of Wilmington, although some say 
he had been imported for the purpose of 
leading the mob. 


PLOT TO LYNCH ALLEGED. 


The lynching is believed to have been 


the result of a plot which was concoct- 
ed several days ago and was to hare 
been put into execution Saturday night, 
but on that occasion there was a misun- 
derstanding 
and 
the 
attempt 
failed. 


Early yesterday morning word was pass- 
ed around that the attack was to be 
made on the prison at 10 o'clock last 
night and that the men who were to par- 
ticipate in it were to meet at Price's 
corner half an hour before that time. 
The report gained wide circulation, but 
most people who were not actually con- 
cerned in the plot were of the opinion 
that the plan would not be carried out. 
As a result of the reports, however, peo- 
ple flocked toward the workhouse early 
in the evening, but the majority of them 
were there out of curiosity, although af- 
ter they reached the prison many joined 
the attacking party. 


POLICE FORCE POWERLESS. 


The police department was 
advised 


during the day of the contemplated at- 
tack and thirty policemen in charge of 
Chief 
Black and 
Captains Evans 
anil 


Kane went to the workhouse. This was 
at S o'clock lost night. 
There were 


several thousand persons at the prison 
at the time and the officers were power- 
less against such large numbers so they 
entered the building to assist the guards 
in an effort to protect the prisoner. Dur- 
ing one of the rushes made by the crowd 
several shots were exchanged, and Peter 
Smith, a boy 12 years of age, of Wil- 


u'ngton, was shot in the back and ser- 


iously injured and will die. He is now 
in a hospital in this city. 
Tlic shooting 


tlid not have any effect on the crowd 
other than to clear the lawn in front of 
the workhouse. 


NO PARLEYING AT JAIL. 


Upon arriving at the workhouse the 


mob lost no time in preliminary prepar- 
ation. The 
crowd advanced into 
the 


front vestibule, or hall and demanded 
admittance to the jail. The order was 
refused by the guards and they were de- 
luged by a stream of water from the 
fireh'ghting equipment of. the institution. 
This did not lessen the eagerness of the 
bp5figers, who immediately began an as- 
sault, upon the iron doors. 
Chief of Po- 


lice Black shouted to the crowd: 


"The first man that comes into this 


corridar will be killed." 


A man said to be from 
the south, 


grasped one of the heavy sledge hum- 
mers, ami as he attacked the steel grat- 
ing said: 


"Then you had better kill me, as I will 


be the iir.-it.'' 


In addition to Peter Smith, a youth, 


name unknown, was 
slightly wounded 


during a fusiladc. 


While about 300 men and boj-s were 


storming the front of the jail, several 
thousand of sympathizers were lined up 
outside, but took no active part in the 
attack, were plainly in favor of lynch- 
ing White. 


GIVEN LOCATION OF CELL. 


The leaders told Chief Black and War 


den lleserve that they intended to gel 
the negro if they had to break every 
door in the place, and argued that it wa 
a useless expense to the county to have 
unnecessary damage done to property 
The officials saw the strength of this ar 
gument and informed the leaders tha 
White was in cell No. 13 on the fron 
room, third story. This was enough am 
the door lo this row of cells was at one- 
attacked. While this door was bcin0 
cut another party with sledges and chis 


ing the levers that opened and closed the' 
cell doors. It was 12:22 o'clock when 
the yelling and cm^f-\"- mob rushed into 
the corridor past ! 
"11 doors of the 


frightened prisoner-. ; > the cell occupied 
by White. Here mart trouble was en- 
countered for in smashing the lever box 
the 
mechanism was damaged and 
the 


door to the cell of White could not be 
opened. 


"BURN HIM AT THE STAKE!" 


Warden Meiservc then rushed into the 


cell corridor to prevent the mob from 
taking the wrong man. He saw that 
the men with hammers were about to 
demolish the cell door and told them 
how to disconnect the door so that it 
could be operated. 
As soon as the door 


was opened a deafening cheer went up 
and cries of ''Don't hurt him, hang him; 
dont hit him; burn him at the stake. 
Take him to the place where he murder- 
ed Miss Bishop, for we have driven a 
stake there and will burn him." 


STRUGGLED FOR LIFE. 


White fought desperately for his life 


a.nd knocked down the first man who ap- 
proached him. One of the leaders of the 
mob protected the frightened wretch. 
The 
narrow corridor 
was so 
tightly 


packed by the mob that it was impossi- 
ble to get the prisoner out. 
After much 


difficulty the crowd was persuaded to re- 
treat from the building. White in the 
custody of two men brought up the rear. 
The lawn in front of the prison was a 
sea of faces. Wliite's 
custodians 
be- 


came convinced that unless strategy was 
used there would he little chance of get- 
ting their man to the spot on Price's 
road, where 
it was planned that he 


should be burned to death. 
An order 


was given to extinguish 
lanterns. In 


the darkness there was a confused rus 
and after this no seemed to know where 
the prisoner was. On the way to the 
place of execution White begged to be 
allowed to say a. few words to the crowd 
before he was killed, and the. promise 
was made to him that he should be al- 
lowed to make a statement. 


ASKED GOD'S FORGIVENNESS. 
The negro confessed to having com- 


mitted the deed and did not spare him- 
self in telling of it. 
He again confessed 


as he was standing near a hedge a few 
feet from where the outrage was com- 
mitted. 
He prayed fervently to God to 


forgive his sins and seemed anxious to 
do as much talking as possible, in the 
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few minutes he had to live. 


PREPARING FTJERAL PYRE. 


While White was praying and confess- 


ing and the crowd was struggling to 
form a circle three of four men began 
splitting rails with which to burn the 
wretch. It took so long to get the fuel 
readv that the crowd impatiently cried 
to the leaders to proceed with the exe- 
cution. The mob numbered from 5,000 
to li,000 persona who surged back and 
forth crowding and pushing to gain or 
retain a good position from which to see 
the burning. 


When everything seemed about ready 


a man on a horse rode to a nearby farm- 
house and in a short time reappeared 
with two bundles of straw. The straw 
was piled around the stake and White 
was brought into the circle. His nerve 
seemed good and he held hi.s head up 
well and addressed the crowd. He made 
another confession and appealed to Goc 
for mercy. A strong rope 
was 
then 
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went back to the house and put on a els attacked the large steel bos contain

were moving while this was going 
and he seemed to be trying to tinish 
statement.

THROWN BACK INTO FLAMES. 
The flames leaped up and licked the 
lan's bare hands. He was held erect 
y one of the lynchers until his clothing 
vas burning fairly when he was pushed 
nto the bed of the fire. 
He rolled about 


nd his contortions were terrible, but 
ic made not a sound. Suddenly the 
opes on his legs parted and lie sprang 
rom the fire and 'started 
lo run. A 


man struck him on the head with a piece 


f fence rail and knocked him down, 
filing hands threw him again into the 
flames. He rolled out several times, but 
vas promptly returned. While this was 
;oing on shouts, cheers and jibes went 
.ip from the crowd. 


When the negro had ceased to show 


signs of life the body was placed on its 
jack and fuel was piled up on it and a 
roaring fire was soon consuming it. At 
about 2 o'clock the crowd began to dis- 
acrse. At noon today Deputy Coroner 
Kullmer went to the scene of the lynch- 
ing for the purpose of securing the re- 
mains of the negro in 
order 
to 
go 


through the legal form of holding an in- 
quest, but according to the story of 
those who left the place an hour pre- 
vious there was little possibility of his 
finding anything substantial as the relic 
hunters had made off with the pieces ot 
bones that were left. 


SAYS BOY SHOT HIMSELF. 


At the county workhouse today every- 


thing was quiet. Warden Meservc witl: 
his guards was on duty and had hun 
dreds of callers, to whom he refused nd 
mittance. The large double doors at tin 
main entrance have been carried a\vnj 
entirely and not a vestige remains. 


Alluding to the shooting of the hoy 


Smith, the warden said: 


"I regret greatly the shooting of th 


boy and from what can be learned it ap 
pears 
that he shot himself. Had 
h 


been shot by one of our men then th 
bullet must have taken 
a, downwan 


eonv^c as the guards were all in th 
third story of the building. 1 do not be 


lieve that one of the men shot to kill 
any person or shot anybody.' 


Attorney General Ward 
was 
asked 


this afternoon if he could say anything 
as to what action the authorities would 
take in the matter of the lynching. He 
replied that he had nothing to say. 


ASKED FOR SPEEDY TRIAL. 


"Rev. Robert A. Elwood. pastor of the 


Olivet Presbyterian church, preached a 


nsational sermon 
on 
the

vnching of White last Sunday evening, 
le took his text from Corinthians V. 13, 
Therefore put away from among our- 
elves that wicked person." 


In referring to a speedy trial for the 
earo Rev. Elwood said. I call your es- 
iccial attention to that part of my text 
ollowing which says, In nil criminal pro- 
ccutions the accused shall enjoy the 
izht to a speedy and public trial. 
"On the day of this terrible crime the 


jfFieers arrested a man supposed to be 
guilty. 
He was taken before a nragis- 


ratc and held without bail. Tonight he 
s in jail with armed guards parading 
bout for his protection, waiting until the 
middle of September, Ts that speedy, is 
:hnt even constitutional? 


"0, honorable judges call the court and 


establish a precedent and the girls of 
.his state, the wives of the homes and 
the mothers of our firesides and our be- 
ovccl sisters will not be sorry and neither 
will you. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR DELAY. 
"And honorable judges," if you do not 


icar and heed these appeals and that 
prisoner should be taken out and lynch- 
ed, then let me say to you with a full 
realization of the responsibility of my 
words, even as Nathan paid to King Da- 
vid of old, after his soldiers had killed 
Uriah, 'Thou art the man,' so I would 
say to you.

"I am very sorry it happened as it did. 


I believe the man should have had a 
legal trinl, but I believe that he should 
have had a. speedy, trial. The lesson we 
can learn from Isst night's outbreak is 
that the people are tired of the delays of 
the laws. Certain terrible crimes require 
stern and speedy punishment and when 
the machinery of the law is not set in mo- 
tion the people, impatient of the delay 
move themselves. 
I personally deplore 


the lynching. I believe, however, if the 
judges yesterday had 
announced 
that 


.hey would call a special session of the 
ourt and try the man at once the lynch- 
jj would have been averted." 
Chief Justice Lore of the state su- 
reme court, which had declined to hold 


trial until ;iext September, would

Where the new slavery law failed to se- 
cure unwilling workers as desired negroes 
were forcibly taken off cars and put to 
work under armed guards, as was the 
case in the ~o called convict camps in 
South Carolina. 


Southern men are coming forward and 


denying that this sort of thing meet 
with their approbation, desire to assist 
thj government in overthrowing the new 
slavery. Federal grand juries are now 
at work to overhaul this infamous thing, 
and if the words of representative men 
of Alabama arc earnest the grand jury

The 
first thing the people of any southern 
state where this hiring out system of ne- 
irrcies is authorized is to promptly repeal 
their slave laws for no other word can be 
properly applied to these peonage affairs.

COTTON'S 
ASCE!VDE?fCY. 


It seems old King Cotton still rules 


despite the general belief there were other 
American kings in the list of exports 
abroad. It seems this fiscal year we will 
have exported abroad not less than .$317,- 
000,000 worth of cotton, while for 1902 
our entire exports of breadstuff's only 
reached S'213,000,000. these 
figures 
not 


including tho'exports of provisions which 
n the aggregate probably somewhat ex- 
ceeded Si'iO.000,000. Of the cotton yield 
about two-thirds is sold abroad, leaving 
•the'Others there-to be manufactured in 
this country. 
The demand for raw cot- 


ton of late has been steadily increasing 
with the result the crop has not kept 
pace and prices have materially «dvane- 
ed. Y"ear by year the south it self is con- 
suming more and more of its own cotton 
leaving all the less supply for the world's 
consumption, and with the erection of 
every additional cotton and textile fac- 
tory, is just that much more of a frac- 
tion added 'io the permanency of tho 
commercial throne occupied by American 
cotton.

WASHINGTON', June 24.—The presi- 


dent, has sent the following letter to the 


attorney general:

Washington, June 22, 1U03. 


Sir: 
.As you know the charges in con- 


nection with the postoffice department 
are now being investigated uy Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster 
G-encral Bristow, 


who lias had placed at his disposal by 
the postmaster general every resource ol 
the department, including the services of 
ilr. Ivobb, whom you detailed from the 
department of justice to the postoliice 
department immediately 
after the 
re- 


moval of ^lr. Tyner. As a result of this 
investigation, a number of indictments 
have already been held and it is proba- 
ble that other indictments will hereaf- 
ter be asked for. There can be no great- 
er offence against the government than 
a. breach of trust on the part of a public 
official or the dishonest management of 
his office, and, of course every effort must 
be exerted to bring such offenders to 
punishment by the utmost rigor of the 
law. 


The district attorney of the District 


of Columbia has faithfully and zealous- 
ly seconded the efforts of the postoflice 
department in 
this matter, 
but 
the 


amount of work in the office is such as 
to make it. difficult, without neglecting 
other important, public duties to devote 
all the time necessary to the prosecution 
of these cases. 


I suggest, therefore, that if you can- 


not detail some of your present -staff, 
you appoint special assistants in these 
postoffice cases, not only to take up the 
cases in which indictments have been 
found or hereafter may be found, but to 
examine into all charges that have been 
made against officials in the post service, 
with a view to the removal and prose- 
cution of all guilty men in the service 
and 
the prosecution 
of guilty 
men 


whether in ths service or not, where the 
cases are not expired by the statute of 
limitations.

ter Herr Dumba, with the members of 
their respective lagations. A guard ot 
honor, with 
a band, saluted 
as King 


Peter descended from his car and greet- 
ed the cabinet ministers. The premier, 
M. Avakumovics, introduced M. 
T. 


Charydoff to the king and the Russian 
minister presented the Austrian minis- 
ter. 
Thus the Austrian minister had no 


intercourse with the provisional govern- 
ment with -which thus far he has had 
no relations. 


KING HAS NERVOUS LOOK. 


The royal train consisted of dingy cars 


with two sleepers. 
The parliamentary 


and military deputations which went to 
Geneva from Belgrade arrived on the 
same train. 


The King, who wore the uniform of a 


Servian general and looked grave and 
almost nervous descended from his car 
amid o fanfare of trumpets.

hands with Premier Avakumovics, - who 
ended a powerful speech of welcome with 
calling for cheers for King Peter to which 
the crowd responded with the greatest 
enthusiasm. The king read his answer 
to the premier's welcome in

kingdom. The conclusion of the king's 
speech was marked by a renewal of the 
cheering. 
King Peter throughout the

The introductions were 
followed by the traditional picturesque 
ceremony of the offering of bread and 
salt, by the mayor of Belgrade.

How many oi us realize that, except 


for a small tribute in the ahape of fish 
tood, and certain -salts, the ocean 'ia -to 
day almost a dead loss to the -world, and 
what is worse, the greatest of all ob- 
stacles progress? It separates us from 
our kin, -wrecks our ships, claims an 
ever-increasing toll of dead, and is bar- 
ren, fruitless, a mere receptacle for garb- 
age. A hundred years hence we shall 
have awakened to these facts, and found 
means to make "the caverns vast of 
ocean old" something-better than a sub- 
ject for the dreamer and a resting place 
for the dead wliom it murders. 


Not every dream, however, can be re- 


alized—not even the engineer's. Some 
years ago certain ardent spirits in France 
announced that the Desert of Sahai-a lay 
below the level of the sea, and could be 
flooded from, the Atlantic or Mediter- 
ranean. The effect of this, it was con- 
sidered, would not merely "be to incon- 
venience certain inconsiderable Arabs, 
but to change entirely the climate of the 
rest of Equatorial Africa. Thanks to 
the beneficent waves of ocean, lands at 
present uninhabitable would, it was de- 
clared, become fertile 
and salubrious. 


The project was dismissed or shelved as 
impracticable, from engineering difficul- 
ties. Shan we, a Imndred years hence, 
have met these difficulties? 


Probably not. To work such changes 


in the distribution of land water will 
be a thing, not indeed beyond the power 
of the next century's engineers, but be- 
yond their daring. The accomplishment 
of them would be attained by frightful 
disasters, some of which can be readily 
estimated, but of which the worst would: 
probably remain unforeseen and unimag- 
ined until the irrevocable moment of ful- 
fillment. To increase to this extent the 
arei1 of the world's oceans, without in- 
creasing (as of course we could not in- 
crease) 
their mass, would perceptibly 


lower the level of the sea everywhere, 
and in accordance with the well-known 
hydrostatic la.w, things would "right 
themselves" on a chaotic scale. Every 
narrow strait in the world, every oceanic 
canal, would become, for the time being, 
a roaring cataract. The Mediterranean 
would rush tumultuously out through 
the Straits of Gibraltar and the Suez 
canal, and the' overflow would flood the 
adjacent lands. The Straits of Dover 
would roar like Niagara, and all Kent, 
and the low-lying northeast comer of 
France would be devastated. The Isth- 
mus of Panama would at the same time 
be swept away: South America would 
become an island, for the narrow banks 
of the completed Panama canal would 
certainly give way before the weight of 
two oceans. All the rivers of the world 
would ruah down in space until they ran 
nearly dry from the increased outfall. The 
sea would recede from all the coasts. 
Along with this fall in the level of the 
sea would come tempests such as, since 
the appearance of man on the planet, the 
world has nev«r known. For the sea- 
supported atmosphere would suck into 
its vacuum the whole weight of the over- 
lying air, until pressure was equalized. 
And'the climate of the world would be 
reconstituted in new and prohably in- 
convenient ways. 


No. We cannot venture thus to change 


the face of creation. What we can and 
shall do is to make the best of it. In a 
hundred years' time many countries at 
present undeveloped will bo rich and 
populous. Canada, for example, has an 
area, greater than that of the United 
States,with a population smaller than 
the population of London. And Canada, 
endowed as she is with almost every 
source of wealth, will before long become 
perhaps the richest country in the world. 
By this time next century it will also 
be one of the most populous. Siberia, 
again, with many fertile and salubrious 
tracts, will certainly have been 
fully 


utilized by this time next century. But 
even when a.H the regions availablc-hnve 
been populated and made use of the cen- 
ters of civilization will probably lie very 
much where they lie now; and here the 
congested populations will have found 
that they can no longer tolerate the 
waste of'a neglected ocean. As we push 
outward, nnd ever outward, from the 
center of England, the seaboard will 
have to be utilized and extended. There 
is nothing to' daunt the engineers of a 
hundred years hciicc in the project of 
erecting on the sea a vast floating city, 
quite as salubrious and convenient as 
the present cities of terra firma, and 
substantial enough to resist storm and 
every motion of tlm sea, except the tides 
on which the city will rise and fall. 


There are great advantages in a city 


thus founded, as compared with those 
we at present inhabit. There will be 
no particular reason at first for Economy 


of -space or for insalubrious overcrow- 
ding (since the ocean has no landlord), 
and"Tjreadth would make for stability, as 
well as for convenience. Traffic •would 
employ an entirely new vehicle, the 
skimmer. It is a thing beyond doubt 
that the ships of a hundred years hence 
will not float in the s«a, bat •ride*ori its 
surface, thus evading both the instability 
and resistance at present so troublesome 
to marine engineers. As soon as the 
necessity arises for providing street 
traffic in Ocean City—when "the sea is 
in the broad, the narrow streets, ebbing 
and flowing, and the salt sea -weed clings 
to the marble of her palaces," invention 
will meet the demand. Something in the 
nature of breaJcwaters 
will 
provide 


against wave-play, and form an unequal- 
led exterior boulevard; and by means 
of the anhydrarter, an invention wtich 
will long since have been called for by 
the requirements of other localities, the 
air of dwelling houses in Ocean City 
will be wholesomely freed from damp. 


For we shall certainly not have failed 


to act npon our knowledge of the fact 
tbat atmospheric damp is responsible for 
Hie unhealthfulness of certain areas; and 
we shall have learned, by means of the 
auhydrator, to provide any place with 
exactly the degree of dijs->e?3 necrcssary 
to perfect 'healthfulness. Probably the 
apparatus will at the same time absorb 
all carbonic ncid part of the nitrogen 
present in the air; so that the latter 
will, by the anhydrator, be rendered 
fresh and invigorating even in the most 
crowded places—for fresh air will be at 
a premium in A. D 2000. The same ap- 
paratus, by desiccating the air to the 
extreme point, will keep the houses oi 
Ocean City dry, and thus do- away with 
an objection which would.make homes 
built on the water insufferable to-day. 


In other ways, too, the sea will be 


made use of. We shall get our salt 
from it if we still eat salt, the process 
of separation being, probably, electro- 
magnetic. 
But the chief gift of the 


sea to the life of the future will be the 
two gases of which water is composed— 
oxygen and hydrogen. 
Both will be 


staple commodities a hundred year* 
hence. 
Liquified oxygen will be our 


sole disinfectant, for it greatly excels 
all others. It will also replace the poi- 
sonous, noisone, and de Hydrogen, the 
lightest of all gases, will be another 
staple of commerce. It mil probably he 
the only fuel employed, for its combust- 
ion furnishes the greatest heat terre- 
strially known, and its flame is smoke- 
less and yields no poisonous byproduct. 
Moreover, the evaporation of liquid hy- 
drogen produces, by a sort of curious 
revenge, the greatest available cold. If 
anything in 
the 
nature 
of 
ba.loon§ 


should survive the 
century, 
hydrogen 


will inflate them. There are, moreover, 
vast riches as ye! undreamed of below 
the surface of the ocean and below its 
floor. There can be no question that the 
needs of the world will have taught us 
to tap them; and the sea, instead of 
lying waste and wasteful as it does at 
present, will be one of our greatest 
sources of wealth a hundred years hence.

FOURTH BROTHER TO 


MEET WITH ACCIDENT 


Hurled Sixty Feet to Ground Sustain- 


ing Terrible Injuries-Deceased 
. a Brother-in-Law of Peter 


Bitter, a Kacinc Electrician. 


Peter Patter, electrician for the city 


of Kacinc, received word from Milwau- 
kee last evening that his. brother-in-law, 
Jacob Manngokl. a lineman in the police 
telephone and telegraph alarm service, 
\vai shocked by S,000 volts of electric 
current and was thrown from a pole six- 
ty feet high, sustaining injuries from 
which lie soon after died. Mr. Hitter 
immediately left for 
Milwaukee. This 


is the fourth brother-in-law of Mr. Hit- 
ter who has been injured in a very short 
time, all being electricians and fallin; 
from poles. One had a leg broken and 
is just able to get out; another had his 
head hurt and ribs broken and another 
•was killed and now Mr. Mancgold. 1'etcr 
is wondering whether his turn will not 
come next, for he is the last sound broth- 
er-in-law left. 


The death of Mr. Manegold was sad 


and terrible. He was out with Gustav 
Schlinsock and Joseph Eisseeuw, install- 
ing a line for a new patrol box. Ma no- 
gold was at the top of a. pole, standin 
on a crossarm. The work of adjusting 
wires was almost completed, when in 
some unaccountable manner, Manegold 
cane in contact with a wire carrying 
heavy alternating current and was hurl- 
ed to the ground. He struck 
on his 


head, fracturing hia skull, as well as sev- 
eral bone? and was dead in ten minutes. 


Manegold was 54 rears old, had been 


married IS Tears, and leaves a wife and 
three daughters. He was 
popular 
at 


Milwaukee and well known in the south- 
ern part of the state. A Milwaukee pa- 
per, in commenting on the sad accident 
says: 


"Jacob Manegold appear? to have been 


the victim of an untoward fate that has 
pursued the family for the 
last 
six 


"months. He v/as an uncle of Apgust 
Zarbock, an employe of the Wisconsin 
Telephone company, who met his death, 
in almost exactly the same way about 
four months ago. Zarbock was at work 
repairing a telephone wire on a wet and 
stormy Saturday, -when his hand uneon 
sciously 
grasped a live electric light 


wire. His hand was terribly burned be 
fore he released his clutch on the wire 
and 
plunged to the ground, a corpse 


About a month before that time one o 
Zarbock's brothers broke his leg in a 
friendly wrestling match, and last week 
his father died in South Milwaukee.

These 
vere the days before the advent of the 
lippodrome, and Castello, Barnum and 
,'oup's circus of two rings was famous 
hroughout the country. At this time 
lie present Eingling circus was a little 
me ring wagon show quite in contrast 
vith its present immense dimensions. At 
one time the barn was struck fay light- 
ning,,a very valuable cow killed and the 
iarn narrowly escaped being entirely de- 
stroyed by rirc.
